Status of Application 
Claims 1-5 have been examined. 

Priority 

The instant application is a national stage entry of PCT/FRO2/041 15, filed 
11/29/2002. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: It appears as 
if the instant application was not proofread. Applicant is strongly encouraged to review 
the instant application for spelling and grammar errors. 

A substitute specification in proper idiomatic English and in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .52(a) and (b) is required. The substitute specification filed must be accompanied 
by a statement that it contains no new matter. 

1 . 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms."

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the flash 
chromatography and solid phase extraction (SPE) must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

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Claim Objections 

5. Claims 4-5 are objected to because of the following informalities: it appears as if 
"syringes bodies" in the S^'^ line of Claims 4-5 should read "syringe bodies." Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The following is an indefinite phrase: "tubes of 
various shapes and manners" (Claim 4, lines 2-3 and Claim 5, lines 2-3). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or deschbed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

10. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
SUPELCO (Bulletin 910) in view of Koh et al. (Journal of Chromatography A). 

1 1 . SUPELCO discloses solid phase extraction (SPE) columns containing porous 
silica gel having 40 |jm particles and 60 A pores and manufactured with tubes of various 
shapes as well as with syringes (SUPELCO, pages 1-3 and 5; FIGS. A and B). 

1 2. SUPELCO does not specifically disclose flash chromatography columns (Claims 
1-5), spherical and porous silica gel (Claim 1), semi-spherical and porous silica gel 
(Claim 2), nor columns containing between 10 mg to 1 kg of spherical and porous silica 
gel or semi-spherical and porous silica gel (Claim 3). 

1 3. In the instant specification. Applicant admits that "Pre-filled flash chromatography 
columns filled with irregular-sized porous silica gel and with granules of 40-60 |jnn or 20- 
40 |jm, have been on the market for several years" (S. p. 1, 1, 33-34). 

14. Koh discloses spherical and porous silica gel (Koh, "Abstract" and "Table 1"), 
semi-spherical and porous silica gel (Koh, "Conclusion" pages 237-238), and columns 
containing about 240 g of spherical and porous silica gel or semi-spherical and porous 
silica gel (Koh, page 225, 1®' column and "Table 3"). 

1 5. Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
SPE columns taught by SUPELCO with the conditions taught by the prior art in order to 
obtain flash chromatography and SPE columns with high column efficiency (Koh, "3.4 
Column efficiency"). 
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Conclusion 

1. No claim is allowed. 

2. In general, prior art renders the claimed invention obvious.
